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“Ventriloquism is the art of so modu­ 
lating the hum an voice th at it seems to 
come from some other direction than the 
rig h t one.” 
T hat is w hat 
H arry Kennedy, the 
famous ventriloquist and song writer, said 
to me the other day. 
It was not the first 
thing he said, although we had met solely 
for the discussion of ventriloquism. "While 
we were talking he excused himself and 
w ent to the door, and immediately darted 
back, apparently frightened by the hoarse 
barking of a ferocious dog. 
“ W hy don’t you have him taken away?” 
1 suggested, nervously. 
“I will.” 
Thereupon he went again to 
th e door, and calling a man, told him to 
chain the dov up. 
In a D'inatc the dog’s 
barks changed to howls and ended in a 
pitiful whine down in the pit of the thea­ 
ter near the stage. 
“I guess it’s all right now,” continued 
Mr. Kennedy. 
“Ventriloquism is simply 
a vocal delusion.” 
Then followed the 
more complete definition, which introduces 
this article—au article, by the way, in 
w hich Mr. Kennedy tells in his own lan­ 
guage 
a story of ventriloquism, 
with 
scenes laid in many countries, and ends 
w ith giving the secret of his 'interesting 
art, with instruc ions and suggestions to 
those who desire to master it. 
“Sometimes,” went on Mr. Kennedy, 
“adventitious circumstances make this de­ 
lusion seem almost a realty, and the listen­ 
ers would take oath that their senses had 
not deceived them. 
For instance, with a 
party of tourists I once visited a famous 
cave in Derbyshire. 
W hile we were at 
th e mouth of the cavern a mournful wail 
seemed to come from the darkness and was 
echoed a score of times, to the intense hor­ 
ror and fright of my companions. 
The 
cave was haunted. 
It is hardly necessary 
to say that I was the uneasy ghost, but the 
circumstances that surrounded the trick 
made it startlingly realistic. 
“In telling you how I became a ventrilo­ 
quist you will see how difficult it is to ac­ 
quire the art, aud some of your readers 
may experim ent and make more rapid 
progress than I did. One of the first works 
of fiction that I ever read was ‘Valentine 
V ox.’ T hat book made me a ventriloquist, 
as it has undoubtedly started many au- 
other boy on the same course. 
For at least 
a month or more I used to wake my 
brother up at night trying to throw my 
voice into the further side of the room or 
out of the window. 
I have no doubt that 
during that time I was the most disagree­ 
able boy to sleep with in all England. 
I 
was a large boy for my age. 
Although I 
was only 13, I looked fully 15, and was far 
enough advanced in my studies for a boy 
of that age. 
I iiad graduated at the pub­ 
lic schools, and was iu the lowest class at 
■Owears College, in Manchester, my native 
town. 
“In those days we had penny readings in 
a public hall, and among the entertainers 
who were engaged for a season was a Pro­ 
fessor of ventriloquism. 
You can hardly 
imagine how fascinated I was by his per­ 
formance. 
H e chalked his hand and 
knuckles, and, bending his fingers toward 
the palm, he made a very good im itation 
of an old man’s profile. 
Then hv opening 
and closing the first and second finger 
joints, he gave a representation of the 
‘talking hand trick. 
I was delighted. 
I 
was mystified. 
I had a thirst for knowl­ 
edge. 
B ut how should 
I quench it ? 
Finally, after a sleepless night, I decided 
on a plan. 
I offered my services to the 
reading committee as elocutionist, and at 
the next entertainm ent I recited ‘The 
D eath of Marmion.’ 
After the reading I 
sidled up to the Professor and begged him 
to give me a private exhibition of his art. 
After some coaxing he consented. 
Then I 
discovered that Valentiue Vox was a fraud. 
Ve itriloquisin was no longer an occult art. 
I t was simply a vocal delusion. 
1 plied 
him with questions, which he was not dis­ 
posed to answer to my satisfaction. Finally 
he said: ‘Now, young man, I have told you 
all I intend to. 
If you can learn the trick 
•come to me in six months and tell me so.’ 
Six months later I called on him and re­ 
peated his trick, not so well as he did it, 
but well enough to merit his praise. 
“Before I was 1-1 I left home with a lit­ 
tle money in my pocket to go to sea. 
I 
wanted to see the world, and I didn't want 
to see it as most persons do. 
1 presume if 
I had been an American boy, I would 
have gone out West to fight Indians. 
1 
was full of romantic ideas— ideas which 
have been knocked out of me so long ago 
thnt I can hardly realize that I ever had 
them. 
I started to walk to Birmingham. 
On my way I met a professional tramp. 
A courteous, educated, Irish gentleman, 
whose fondness for whisky had sent him 
adrift in thjs world. 
We became com­ 
panions. 
As we were passing a bit of 
woods I so modulated my voice that a man 
seemed to be calling to us from the copse. 
A short search failed to find him. 
I re­ 
peated the trick again farther on with the 
same success, and then emboldened by 
sncoess I repeated it over too often and 
was detected. 
“W hen the tramp discovered the fraud, 
•his face was a study. 
The beatific ex­ 
pression that spread over his phiz was as 
though it beheld a vision. 
He looked as 
M ulberry Sellers looked when he discov­ 
ered a pían ‘with millions in it.’ 
O ur for­ 
tune was made, so he said, and a few min­ 
utes later he proved it, to his satisfaction 
a t least. 
We came to a roadside inn, and, 
as it was early evening, we went in. 
The 
tap-room was filled, and the guests were 
•enjoying thenwdves with ale and gossip, 
pipes and song-. 
It was the very nick of 
tim e. 
The tram p introduced me with 
m elting eloquence, and I gave my per­ 
formance. 
After it was over he passed 
around the hat and collected four shillings 
and sixpence, which he handed to me to 
keep. 
H e was my first partner. 
“Finally we reached Liverpool 
and 
pried around the eitv into public and pri­ 
vate places, for the world was new to me 
then, giving here and there a performance, 
until one day I shipped as office-boy on 
th e M editerranean treight steamer, the 
M agdella. 
I thought my partner's heart 
would break as we parted. 
To tnake a 
long story short, I found invself on mv 
third voyage chief steward of the vessel, 
through the death of the steward. 
W hen 
we were wrecked at Bonlmer Point, on the 
northeast ooa-t of England, the executive 
officers were suspended by order of the 
company, and I was put in charge until 
the cargo could be saved. 
W e were five 
weeks, and during that time a fleet of fish­ 
ing ve.-«els was wrecked at Claster, a near­ 
by town, and I gave a performance for 
th eir lienefit at Boulmer. 
It was success­ 
ful, and 1 was invited by the relief com­ 
m ittee of Ainswick to help their enter­ 
tainm ent. 
I t was given under the pat­ 
ronage of several ladies, and I was titled 
'M r. H enry Kennedy, of the steamship 
M agdella, now wrecked at Boulmer Point.’ 
T h at was my first play bill. 
“I followed the sea for several years 
more before the mast and on the quarter­ 
deck, and during those years I saw almost 
all of the world worth seeing. 
M ean­ 
while, however, 1 kept up my ventrilo- 
qnism as a pastime, add many a trick I 
played on the mates. Unce when we were 
twenty-seven days going from Boston to 
M ontreal with a freight of railroad iron, I 
made the crew believe there was a ghost 
in the hold, and we h a J to hire other help 
to unload the cargo, 


“It was this prank which led me to 
adopt the stage as a profession. 
It finally 
leaked out th at I was the ghost, and the 
story came to the ears of Signor Bosco, a 
magician and mesmerist. 
H e persuaded 
me to leave the sea and travel with him. 
In three months’ time I could do all of 
his allusions, and then started out in busi­ 
ness for myself. 
In 1874 I joined the 
Rosario combination, with J . R. Brown, 
the famous miud-reader, who was just be­ 
ginning his career, and came to New 
York. 
Since then my professional lite is 
well known to the theater going public.” 
The entire setting on the stage is where 
a parlor scene is given by three life-sized 
dummy figures—an old Ir shnian, an old 
woman aud an exaggera 
1 dude—seated 
around a table and at an organ. 
A trunk 
is in one corner of the room containing 
two puppets, Pete, a darky, and Joe, an 
Irishm an. 
A stuffed dog sits on a chair 
near the footlights.

my friend, not with Mr. Bellamy, I dis­ 
covered th at the shows the critics con­ 
demn and the public patronize to-day are 
the natural results of the past twenty 
years of the dram atic work in New York. 
Take “Tlie M erry Monarch” first, as I 
Jiave mentioned it first, and follow it back 
in a direct lino to its source, and you will 
find that it is only the New York extract 
of the opera boutle of Paris, the burlesque 
of Lydia Thompson’s and Elsie H olt’s 
British blondes and the farcial extrava­ 
ganza of Gotham 
itself. 
“The M erry 
Monarch” has for its foundation the fun, 
frolicsome measures and grotesquerie of its 
first two bases allied with the humor of 
the American charcoal sketches of things 
local and journalistically current. 
It became a fact through dram atic evo­ 
lution here, and has succeeded because of 
its legitimacy. 
Only the illegitim ate off­ 
spring of the dram atic period are short 
lived, and are dethroned by the public if 
thev are allowed to reign even for a week. 
“The M erry M onarch” is a sovereign in 
its own right, hence its piresence on the 
stage.

Opera boufie at the Casino has been re­ 
vived in a measure, but not in toto, to 
jilease those who may be termed old fogies 
or Francomamacs, and the younger gener­ 
ation, who have heard the tunes on the 
barrel organs, but have never seen the 
jierformances by G rau’s, 
Bateman’s and other managers’ troupes. 
W hen opera, boufie was jxipular in New 
York seventeen years ago it seemed to 
have taken hold of the senses as well as of 
the fancies of the public.

boufie had come to stay, and so it had, for 
notwithstanding its disappearance as an 
integer from the stage for a few years, it 
was found in fragments and in color dis­ 
tributed throughout the profession.

they hail been wont to decry as a base 
pander to the tastes of the “ vulgar theater­ 
goers.” 
H ere is an undeniable symptom 
of dram atic evolution at once encouraging 
and pleasant—to Mr. Hoyt, at least. 
I have heard it said that Mr. H oyt was 
the direct evolution of Mr. llarrigan, anil 
th at the farce-comedies of the former had 
come upon the scene as theTiaiural succes­ 
sors of Mr. H arrigan’s local sketches. 
I 
do not see theslightest family resemblance 
between the productions of these gentle­ 
men. 
Mr. H arrigan was the dram atic 
evolution of John F. Poole and Thomp­ 
son. 
Mr. H oyt is the Yankee child of the 
French farceur in a small degree, and of 
the American humorist in a large degree. 
I think it will be admitted ere long that 
Mr. Hoyt is applying French methods to 
American work, or, more properly speak­ 
ing, French work to American material.

W ith regard to melodrama, it must he 
admitted that American melodrama is the 
consequence of French and English melo­ 
drama. Boucieault transplanted both years 
ago, and was first husbandman in this field 
of American dram atic literature. 
We 
have had dozens of toilers since, all im ­ 
ported ; but Americans haven taken up the 
implements and are cultivating melodrama 
now. 
It will thus he seen th at there has 
been and still is a decided and dram atic 
evolution at work in this country. 
H arrigan, Hoyt, 
Cheever, 
Goodwin, 
Archie G unter, Mackave, Rosenfeld and 
many clever writers and composers in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country, notably in Chi­ 
cago, Boston and San Francisco, are busy, 
profitably to themselves and the public. 
And thus the evolution progresses. 
In acting, the effects of this evolution 
are felt unpleasantly, I fea r; for while we 
are getting any quantity of fun and lots of 
taking music, we are not educating artists 
for every walk of the drama. 
Our jieople are so fond of fun that they 
want a little— I had almost said a great 
deal of it—in every play presented. 
The 
question rarely is : W hat kind of a story 
are we going to hear to night? 
It gen­ 
erally is : W ho is the comedian or the sou- 
brette ? 
Now and then we find a jilay with such 
a breadth of human interest and wealth of 
dram atic situation that the public must be 
pleased and must go to see it. 
But such 
plays are so few and far apart th at we cease 
to think of them, except as ships or inter­ 
esting strangers we have met casually 
from time to tim e at sea or on the high­ 
ways of life. 
I wish it were not so ! 
I wish th at col­ 
laboration were more frequent and common 
in this country. 
Then m ight we see a 
completely successful all-round melodrama 
from the pens of two such collaborateurs 
as Mackave and Hoyt, Young and H arri­ 
gan and Howard and Bret H arte. 
These would be combinations of talent 
which m ight compel results in dram atic 
evolution which would affect American 
players quite as much as the American 
dram a and vastly improve both. 
W ill it ever he ?

The inter­ 
est in babyhood has in the nineteenth cen­ 
tury found its strangest expression in lit­ 
erature. 
It seems to find the 
subject 
hardly of sufficient interest for representa­ 
tion on its own merits. 
Sir Everett M il­ 
lais has painted a splendid cradled baby, 
but it is being lloated awav in an inunda­ 
tion ; as if the subject wanted that element 
of terror to hold the spectator. 
In the 
average picture of our exhibitions, where 
a baby is introduced, it is usually to 
heighten our 
interest in the 
mother, 
whose husband is away on the sea ; in the 
betrayed or widowed m other—but seldom 
on its own merits. 
A French painter, M. Deschampa, is 
perhaps the only man at the present time 
who expresses in jmiDtiug a frank delight 
in the subject of infancy without any 
added sentimental interest. 
If we exam ­ 
ine the colutns of art criticism of to-day 
we shall make the curious discovery that 
to say a man paints j»abies is a form of re­ 
proach. 
YerrochioTTÍié painter of a Ma­ 
donna in the National Gallery, that is 
there attributed to his school, has left be­ 
hind him two typical figures that show a 
width of range as surprising as his skill. 
His bronze statue of Bartolomeo Colleone 
at Venice is widely known as one of the 
best equestrian figures th at the world has 
ever seen, and no less admirable than the 
force and artistic beauty cf its workman­ 
ship is the wonderful grasp of character 
shown in its conception. 
T he horseman 
is incumbCred with a heavy panoply and 
his face is partly shadowed by his helmet, 
but the individuality of the man is given 
to us through all obstructions. 
H e is per­ 
haps the most forcible embodiment in art 
of human strength as he sits throned on 
his saddle. 
A chain on which the gaunt- 
leted fingers can not slip is in his left 
hand ; it connects the broad reins which 
control the cruel curb. 
In his right hand 
he grasps the leader’s truncheon ; with 
that he launches and directs his human 
subordinates ; with the bridle he m anipu­ 
lates the sinewy-mettled beast astride of 
which he sits. 
Dominant hum anity in its 
strongest manifestation; such is the one of 
Verrocchio’s 
types. 
The 
other 
type, 
equallv clear cut, is of the weakest and 
most dependent morsel of hum anity—a 
baby. 
For its tru th to nature it stands 
out even among the splendid work of the 
time.

The 
electric light has been an imjiortant factor 
in all this, and it is through its aid that 
many great stage effects are produced. 
If 
Shakespeare himself could see my jiroduc- 
tion in two hours and a half of the famous 
soliloquy he put in the mouth of Jaques 
in ‘A s" You Like It,’ he would stand 
aghast in silent adm iration of the wonder­ 
ful progress made in scenic and stage 
mechanism. 
Yet, with all this, it is a 
question w hether the stage has increased 
in power. 
The wonderful plays of Addi­ 
son, Goldsmith and Shakespeare probably 
go no closer to the hearts of the people in 
their interpretations at present than they 
did when meehauical effects were crude. 
The music of Beethoven and Mozart pos­ 
sibly sounds no sweeter now when rendered 
by the splendid bands of the world in halls 
with perfect accoustic properties, than it 
did when it was played on the harpsi­ 
chord of our grandm other. 
The soul of 
the music was present then as it is now, 
and so it is with the grand jilavs written 
by those whose names I have mentioned. 
$3‘‘On the other hand, the plays of the 
modern class have made improvements 
such as would be impossible to make witb 
the standard plays. 
No one could im ­ 
prove 
H am let's 
soliloquy nor Jaques' 
soliloquy on the seven ages of man. 
To 
do so would be to gild refined gold or paint 
the beams of a California sun. 
"Where 
marked improvements are noticeable is in 
burlesque, and concerning this branch of 
the dram atic art I think I am cajiable of 
speaking, having been connected with it 
for the past twenty-two years. 
Even the 
best burlesques presented during the past 
twenty-five years would 
hardly stand 
muster with ‘Adonis’ or ‘The Seven Ages.’ 
The central ideas in the burlesques prior 
to ‘Adonis’ were lines strung together 
without regard to reason and less regard to 
rhyme. 
These lines were usually built 
around wretchedly bad puns and they had 
no special reference to the play itself. 
Scenic and musical effects were secondary 
considerations, and the lines and puns 
would to-day make an evening decidedly 
depressing to an amusement lover. 
“W hen I collaborated with Mr. G ill in 


the play of ‘Adonis’ I decided to construct 
a play which would apjieal to the artistic 
tastes of every man. woman and child. 
I 
took it that a woman and her child had as 
much right to be amused and pleased as 
had the men. 
Consequently the eye, ear 
and the finer sense of humor must be 
gratified. 
No slang or vulgarisms, even 
direct or by innuendo, would he jiermitted. 
The result was that ‘Adonis’ has been one 
of the most successful jdavs ever written, 
and to jirove this I can point with "pride 
to the o 000 performances 1 have given of 
this play. 
It has been my ambition to 
have a reportorie of pluvs, and to do this 
I have several plays ready to he jjroduced 
within the coming year or two.”

On the m atter of the introduction of 
women into the M ethodist General Con­ 
ference the Christian Adrncaie (M ethodist) 
says: “ If the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in the first quarter of its second century 
desires to lieeome a ‘Woman’s Temperance 
Union* Church, or a mere adjunct to that 
organization, it needs only to prvX-eed in 
the direction to which it is urged.” 
The Con(irrr/ationaIist gives this rap at 
“H igher Criticism :” 
“A pastor in west­ 
ern New York has started a class in 
‘higher criticism,” explaining to them how 
to distinguish between the different writers 
of the Pentateuch, the Jchovistic and Elo- 
histic parts, and so forth. 
A member of 
the class, in giving au account of it, said 
he 
could now clearly understand the 
Jesui.tic movements in the Old Testa­ 
ment.” 
The Tl’aic’maa (Bapt.)says: “It is often 
said, in defense of this or that ‘strike,’ that 
the workmen must asst.-- and defend their 
right 'o be organized and to belong to a 
‘union.’ 
The fact is, however, that prac­ 
tically the ‘strike’ is carried on, not so 
much for that purpose .is for the purpose 
of preventing people from getting work 
who do not belong to the ‘union.’ 
This is 
the liberty that needs at the jiresent tiuie 
to be upheld by American law—the right 
of not belonging to a trade-imion. 
Chris­ 
tian teachers should seek to show the peo­ 
ple that the principle of ‘boycotting,’ so 
often acted upon by trades-unions, is no 
other than the very mark of the A nti­ 
christ, as shown in the Revelation of 
Jesus Christ to John, ‘That no man m ight 
buy nor sell, saving him that had the 
mark.’ 
The 
complaint is made 
that 
preachers and churches do not sympathize 
with the cause of the trade-unionist. Woe 
be to the churches and ministers that 
would sympathize with a cause found fight­ 
ing with such weapons!” 
“Farm ton” says, in the .•Idrance: “Four 
men, each at least five feet ten inches in 
liight, tipiping the scales at least at one 
hundred and sixty jiounds, were shown into 
one of our ‘body pews.’ 
They came in two 
parties. 
Following the long prayer, a 
jiraver that is altogether too long in mine, 
as in most churchfs, the usher escorted up 
the central aisle a woman not over five feet 
four, and tipping the scales at little more 
than half one hundred and sixty pounds, 
and brought her to the pew occupied by 
the four men. 
And what did the four men 
da? 
T hey did what you, mv masculine 
reader, would have done, if yon had been 
one of this quartet; they each rose, walked 
cut of the pew, ranged themselves in a cir­ 
cle alxiut the usher, and allowed the little 
lady to get around them and to take the 
seat at the further end of the pew; each 
presently marched back to the seat he had 
formerly occupied, and sat down. 
And 
why did these four men do this rather con­ 
spicuous thing? 
Because, I trow, they 
thought it was a mark of honor to give the 
ladv the farther end of the pew. 
T heir 
motive was excellent. 
But now let me ask, 
further, why is it more fitting for the lady to 
have the farther end of the pew than the 
end nearer the aisle? 
Let me further ask, 
why is it more fitting for four men to rise, 
and attract the attention of the whole con­ 
gregation, than for four men to gently slide 
along one seat ? 
W hen we come to think 
of it, it is without reason, this custom of 
turning out a wliol^n’ew full of men folks 
to let a single woman into a pew. 
Sit over, 
brother, sit over; don’t get up.” 
The Andover Review says: “We are quite 
at one with Professor H uxley in our ab­ 
horrence of at least one very common kind 
of compromise, which harmonizes the 
Bible and science or criticism by m isinter­ 
preting the B ible; 
which gives up the 
universal Deluge of Genesis, but maintains 
the historical "accuracy of the account 
when understood of a limited catastrophe ; 
which substitutes six creative periods for 
the six days of creation, and declares that, 
in the new version, Genesis and geology 
are in perfect accord ; 
which interprets 
away tlie use of the Old Testament in the 
New, as accommodation, type, or allegory; 
or tries to weaken to the utmost the force 
of the evidence it gives to the belief of the 
Apostles and of Christ himself. 
This ra­ 
tionalistic position is, in Mr. H uxley’s 
words, ‘hopelessly untenable.’ 
We do not 
understand that this is the position of tlie 
authors of ‘Lux M undt.’ 
But something 
like it is undoubtedly the jiosition into 
which no inconsiderable 
part of the 
Church has drifted. 
In fact, so far as 
scientific difficulties are concerned, it is 
now considered, curiously enough, to be 
highlv orthodox; while the difficulties of 
criticism having not yet made such an im­ 
pression, the same kind of compromise 
with them is not thought quite souml. 
In 
our view the m st dangerous symptom of 
the present theological situation is the 
readiness with which conservative men of 
all schools and parties yield one point 
after another at the summons of science or 
criticism. If that is to go on there will soon 
be nothing left. 
Men cannot always go on 
holding a principle and giving lip its 
logical consequences; 
and the devices by 
which they convince themselves that this 
is all right will not hold out for ever. 
Temjxirizing compromises, whatever they 
may seem to offer, are the most costly 
sacrifices.” 
Of the case of the Rev. Mr. MacQueary 
the Churchman says: ‘‘N otw ithstanding all 
that has been said, desjiotism is the heav­ 
iest penalty th at can be laid upon a min­ 
ister of the church. 
I t is the church’s 
cajiital jiunishment for irrevocably erring 
members of the priesthood of whatever 
grade. 
W e sincerely trust that in the 
case of a conviction of heresy, not compli­ 
cated by allegations of immorality, no 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
will ever pronounce a sentence of uncondi­ 
tional deposition on the erring brother. 
If a priest or deacon loses faith in an arti­ 
cle of the Apostles’ Creed it may become 
im peratively necessary to suspend him 
from his functions as a pastor of the 
church’s flock until his Bishop and other 
chief ministers shall be satisfied that lie 
has regained his faith in the elements of 
the Gospel, but harshly to cut him off 
from the roll of his brethren and dismiss 
him from their company as a heathen man 
and a publican would be a wild policy for 
these times of intellectual 
perplexity. 
Few things are more foolish, and yet very 
few are more common than 
to 
mis­ 
take temporary doubts for mature con­ 
victions; and in these present times, and 
to not a few of the strongest and most 
spiritual men, the entertainm ent of doubt 
on any and all subjects seem to have be­ 
come 
an 
almost 
necessary process of 
thought. 
No position on earth is more 
pitiably painful than that of a minister 
whose mind is clouded by doubts from 
which he sees no present way of honest 
escape. 
Different men act very differ­ 
ently in that position, but there are not 
many who do not at one time or another 
fall into it. 
Mr. MacQueary, in oar opin­ 
ion, has acted much more foolishly, yet, 
even after the formal verdict of a Court, 
we do not believe that his Bishop would 
depose 
him. and therefore 
we 
can­ 
not believe that he has requested Mr. 
MacQueary to ‘leave the Episcopal min­ 
istry,’ which would mean that he has 
requested Mr. MacQueary to ask to be de- 
jiosed.” 
W riting on the American Board contro­ 
versy, in the Bibliotheca Sacra, Dr. A. H. 
Ross shows there is nothing in experience, 
in logic, in congregational principles’, nor 
in the Scriptures to justify the practice of 
handing over the benevolences of the 


churches to agents, who have no direct re­ 
sponsibility to tlie churches, for distribu­ 
tion. 
On the contrary there is every rea­ 
son both in tlie nature of things and in 
the jiractiee of oilier congregational bediis 
why the churches should administer th eir 
own benevolences,

M ANNERLESS 1 


our women m annerless?” is a 
question that Is much debated in the press 
ju st now. 
I t is not at all complim entary 
to the American people th at the subject 
should have any vitality. 
But writers in 
the reviews and the daily p re ^ h a v e made 
it an issue, and it cannot now be thrown 
out of the forum of public debate. 
The 
chief charge in the affirmative is based 
upon the conduct of some women in 
railway trains, on street cars, in theaters 
and public places aud in hotels and places 
of public entertainm ent. 
The affirmative 
insists that our women crowd, push, pre­ 
sume im pertinently iipon the gallantry of 
men, expect and demand concisions at 
th e sacrifice of vital rights of others, are 
discourteous to each other, and so on. 
There is much error 
in this. 
Our 
women are as m annerly as our men. 
But 
th a t there is some measure of truth in 
the allegations is not to be denied, but the 
avenue to a corrective for such evil— 
w hich we think, however, has been much 
exaggerated—is through ascertainment of 
the causes of the evil, such as it is. 
The 
true reason has been pointed out by Mr. 
Crofut in the North American Review for 
October. 
If women are unmannerly, he 
says, it is because in this country men have 
made them so, by excess of w hat we are 
pleased to term gallantry, but which is 
really the surrender of rights that women 
should not ask, and will not ask, when 
men cease to force their acceptance upon 
them . 
. 
There can be no doubt th at the assavist 
has touched the very quick of the whole 
question. 
W omen in America will con­ 
form to the fashion of the hour that men 
set. 
If men will, for instance, continue to 
remove their hats in hotel elevators be­ 
cause women are present, women will con­ 
tinue to expect it as a politeness due their 
sex, and further, the refusal of which will 
be deemed insulting. 
The custom is un­ 
known to Europe, and is no more to be 
commended here than is the removal of 
one’s h at in a hotel hall, or when passing 
up a hotel stairway, or when in the public 
office cf a hotel. 
No one dreams of such a 
thing as taking off the hat while ascend­ 
ing the stairway of a hotel w ith a lady. 
I t would be folly and prejudicial to health, 
yet the elevator is no more than a stairway 
substitute. 
It is not a parlor or a private 
apartm ent, The elevator fashion is purely 
American, and wholly due to a foolish ex­ 
cess of gallantry. 
The yielding of seats in street cars to 
women is anothsr reprehensible custom. 
W hen one has paid tor a seat in a street 
car he is not compelled by politeness to 
yield it to a woman any more than he is 
expected to give up his seat in a railway 
car for which he has paid the price. 
No 
one thinks of surrendering his seat on a 
railway train to a woman who enters the 
car. 
On the contrary, the common ex­ 
pression is, “ If there is no seat for the 
lady let the rail way company furnish an­ 
other car.” 
But in American street rail­ 
way etiquette the car proprietor profits 
largely by the false politeness of men. He 
sells them seats, knowing that they will 
yield them to women whom he crowds 
into the car later on. 
He thus makes a 
double profit. 
H e saves the cost of out­ 
fitting his road w ith sufficient cars to ac­ 
commodate the travelers upon it with 
seats. 
In Europe, a country of polite na­ 
tions, no man gives tip his seat to a 
woman, and on her account stands up for 
the journey. 
The companies there must 
furnish all passengers with seats, or not 
take on board more than -they can com­ 
fortably accommodate. 
W hen a man pur­ 
chases a seat in a theater he does not think 
of surrendering it to a woman who hap­ 
pens in and has no purchased seat. 
Yet, 
w ith as good reason, he should surrender 
his theatrical reserved sitting or his box 
as his street railway seat. 
Deference to women in excess has culti­ 
vated in her a spirit of boldness that is 
not complimentary to womanly character. 
M en have taught her that all she has to 
do is to demand front place and the break­ 
ing of the line, the seat in the car and the 
preferred position in the public audience, 
and th a t she will secure it. The conse­ 
quence is that young women are growing 
up impressed with their right to certain 
civilities and attentions that are not in 
any sense rights, but are simply the grants 
of a custom altogether too radical. 
W e would not for a moment be under­ 
stood as deprecating those deferential con­ 
cessions to the aged woman, the feeble and 
th e crippled—that every man accords, as 
a m atter of course. 
But all such are 
charities, rather than manifestations of 
politeness. 
If one in a car yields his seat 
to a woman who is his relative, or his 
neighbor or his friend, he should be judged 
as doing so for those reasons, and not a s a 
concession to the whole sex. 
As it is now, 
however, men feel called ujion to bounce 
up and insist upon women, who are perfect 
strangers, taking their seats in street-cars. 
They have so long insisted upon the 
women accepting, that the latter have 
pretty nearly ceased to acknowledge the 
concession and sacrifice by even so much as 
a glance of thankfulness, and hence we are 
coming to think that women are m anner­ 
less, exacting and impudent in public. 
It 
is much the same in the line at the ticket 
offices, postal deliveries, trade sales, etc. 
There are indications, however, of a 
change taking place for 
the better; a 


change th at is in the interest of true re­ 
spect for women, as much as it is in the 
interest of the rights of men. Public senti­ 
ment is undergoing a silent but resistless 
revolution on these subjects. 
Already 
men have discontinued the practice of 
lifting their hats clear from their heads on 
meeting women they know. The touching 
of the hat rim in a semi-military salute 
[ is being substituted, very much to the 
comfort of men and the conservation of 
their health. 
Upon the elevated street 
railways and the surface roads of New 
York men have now pretty much ceased 
to surrender their seats to women as a 
m atter of custom. 
W hen it is done at all 
it is for reasons special to each case. 
The 
new custom is making headway also in 
Boston, and it is in full force in several 
smaller cities. 
All such reforms 
are applauded by 
sensible women. 
They are prepared to 
demand their rights upon street railways 
and in public places, and so soon as men 
cease, through excessive 
jioliteness, to 
serve the carriers and public caterers, the 
women know th at ample accommodation 
will be provided for them on th eir legal 
claim to have that done. Sensible women 
also deprecate the pushing, crowding and 
displacing th at is charged against A m eri­ 
can women as evidence th at they are 
mannerless. 
They 
are perfectly 
wel 
aware th at whatever there is of real 
verity in the charge, is due to a custom 
th a t has encouraged boldness and forward­ 
ness of conduct, and that such objection­ 
able acts on the part of some are the 
natural outgrowth of 
the 
concessions 
American men have voluntarily made 
and which can be abandoned with much 
benefit to the manners of both men and 
women in public. 


A SHIFTLESS COOT. 


TEE NUDE ONCE MORE. 


Boston has officially decided that the 
drama known as the “Clemenceau Case” is 
immoral and indecent, and shall not be 
played upon any stage in th at city. 
I t is not prudery to say th at Boston is 
right. 
In “The Clemenceau Case” the 
chief scene is in a painter’s studio, where 
a woman poses in nudity. 
The actress 
who takes the part clothes herself from 
breast to feet in skin-tight fitting flesh­ 
ings. 
In another scene there is a too re­ 
alistic impassioned love passage. 
The defense she makes is before us, in 
her own language. 
In brief, it.is th at her 
aim has been to present the character of 
Iza Dobrouowska as Dumas conceived it. 
Iza is a woman so inordinately vain th at 
she cannot think of concealing her charms. 
She has a beautiful figure, it shall be 
given to the admiration of the world by 
the brush of her husband, in whose studio 
she poses. 
H is passion blinds him to the 
fact th at this is the resolution of a wanton, 
and th at the woman to whom public ad­ 
m iration is a necessity is dangerous as a 
wife. 
Now, says the actress, it is im portant to 
show this woman, Iza, w ith her wanton 
thirst for universal adm iration and her 
extravagant passion, and hence the posing 
in the studio and the love scene are essen­ 
tials to dram atic art in presenting the 
play. 
“If Iza is a work of art, it is my 
business to present her with all possible 
fidelity to art. 
If public taste is wrong in 
the m atter of drapery should I injure the 
quality of my work in recognition of a 
false conception of what constitutes pro­ 
priety?” 
The hopeless weakness of this defense is 
apparent to the dullest intelligence. 
“It 
is im portant to present the character as 
written,” says the address. 
Indeed; why 
im portant ? 
“B ut I must live,” exclaimed 
the criminal to ¿he J udge who imposed 
punishment upon him . 
“I do not see the 
necessity for that,” replied the magistrate. 
“If public taste is wrong”—pleads the 
actress. 
But is it wrong when it is decent, 
when it pays fair respect to the commonest 
proprieties? 
Is it contributive to the 
moral sense, to the modesty of young 
women, to the correct fuste of young men, 
that actresses should pose in nudity, or its 
semblance, before public audiences ? 
The fact is, and all the world knows it, 
th at the men and women who crowd the 
theater when nudity is the attraction, do 
so to see an impropriety. 
But, says the 
personator of Iza, th e -h u e and cry about 
immorality on the stage springs from the 
morbid public itself. 
Adm it it, but does 
the presentation of such scenes as the 
studio episode tend to stim ulate or suppress 
morbidity of public taste? 
Does nudity 
in public cultivate chastity, give a finer 
edge to modesty, make young men and 
women better in thought or living; or 
does it have contrary effects ? 
We have no sym pathy for the radical 
purists, for the people who would clothe 
the classic statuary and robe the chiseled 
marble of the Greeks. 
But between those 
prudes and those who agree with the de­ 
cision of the Boston authorities there is 
an immeasurable gulf. 
As has been well 
said, it cannot be contended with reason, 
that if the nude on the stage is worthy of 
condemnation, so it is to be denounced in 
the studio. 
The error of the syllogism is 
in the assumption th at the studio is repre­ 
sentative of passion. 
On the contrary, the 
work of the artist, like that of the surgeon, 
is without and above the passions. 
The opening of the studio door to the 
public gaze is an art offense; w ithin it 
there is not to the students anything more 
than an essential study for the augmenting 
of skill in their profession. 
It is said th at a model posing before a 
class w ithout a thought of impropriety, 
has been known to faint upon her pedestal 
on discovering a peeping Tom gazing 
through 
the 
skylight. 
Artists, it is 
related, who draw from models by the 
hour, w ithout a thought of impropriety, 
will go out into the world and take im­ 
m inent risks to watch the shadow of a 
nude figure upon the closed curtain of an 
upper chamber. 
So it is th at it depends upon conditions 
when taste is wrong, and when what may 
he inoffensive becomes rank im propriety. 
The daughter salutes her father, the sister 
her brother by union of lips, without con­ 
scious feeling of wrong, but will sink with 
shame and mortification if a stranger 
should offer to embrace her. 
The posing 
of Iza upon the stage is intended to gratify 
an inflamed taste; the poring of the model 
in the studio addresses only the artistic 
sense, that has not in it the pulsing of 
passion or thought of evil. 
Iza on the stage is vulgar, coarse and 
wanton, and the defense that the persona­ 
tion of the character is realism and there­ 
fore artistic, is an insult to intelligence. 
Carry the argum ent out to its logical con­ 
clusion and for the sake of the realistic 
drama, we should be compelled to rend 
the curtain of modesty aud expose upon 
the stage relations th at are clothed with a 
holy secresy, and are as pure and chaste 
as the breath of the cherubim.

The gassing vat has a false 
bottom, raised two inches, bored with 
holes, and over this we put burlap to filter 
it through and prevent the ore from get­ 
ting below the false bottom. 
The vats are 
inclined, to allow the liquid to be drawn 
off" w ith spigots. 
In the gassing vat 
chlorine gas is introduced below the false 
bottom and allowed to disseminate through 
the ore, a cover is put on tight and luted 
with dough to prevent the gas from es­ 
caping. 
It remains from thirty-six to 
forty hours, effecting the chlordizing of 
the gold, then water is put in, percolating 
the ore, dissolving the gold.”

CHICAGOANS WHO CAME WITH THE 
ARGONAUTS OF ’49. 


Bom e o f T h em R ela te T h eir E x p erien ces 


in th e G old en S ta te— E arly- 


D a y P o litic s H ere. 


T he Chicago T im a of recent date, in 
speaking of th e group 
of C alifornians 
gathered a t Chicago to celebrate Adm ission 
D ay, says som e of these old m iners, gray 
and grizzled now , are full of interesting 
rem iniscences of th e days w hen they and 
C alifornia w ere young. 
" It was in ’49,’’ 
said C harles P . Jackson, Secretary of the 
A ssociation of Pioneers, “ th at I went to 
C alifornia. 
It was a h aid trip we had. 
Som e 155 of us, country boys in the IIoo3Íer 
State, were attacked w ith the gold fever, 
and, banding together, started for the West- 
W e floated down the M ississippi liver to 
New Orleans. 
T here we chartered a sm all 
schooner to take us as far as Panam a. 
A t 
P anam a we chartered an old w haling ves­ 
sel and continued our jo u rn ey in that. 
T he ship had been out for two years, and 
all the provisions were proportionately old 
and stale. It w asn't a particularly pleasant 
tu p , but we all m anaged to get through 
safely. 
I located in E l D orado county, 
prospecting over th e State 
for aw hile. 
H augtuw n was m y postoffice. 
H angtow n 
was given its nam e on account of w rong­ 
doers th at were strung up by the vigilantes 
there. Every com m unity ia those days 
had its 'hanging tree,’ generally selected 
on account of its having a strong, low 
branch. 
O ur tree at H angtow n wa3 a 
fam ous one, but alter aw hile a m an nam ed 
H endrick built a house in close proxim ity 
to the tree. 
The boys took a m an up there 
one Dight soon after the H endricks m oved 
in to their new hom e, to hang him ,but Mrs. 
H endrick saw them com ing and w ith a re ­ 
volver drove the m en aw ay. 
B ut the fel­ 
low was taken up the side o f the m ountain 
aud duly hanged to the satisfaction of the 
boys, if not to him self. 
“ Yes, I'v e been u n d erfire,” said Jackson, 
‘ but have reasons for n ot w ithing to say 
an y th in g about that. 
Y ou can say, how ­ 
ever, th at there was n o ih in g discreditable 
in the affair at all to m e. Soon after I 
I w ent to California I went to w ork for the 
A dam s E xpress Com pany.

H e said he w as alw ays glad to address Sac­ 
ram ento audiences, aud bad m any kindly 
rem em brances of h is visits here. 
H e re­ 
garded Sacram ento as one of the greatest 
com m ercial centers of the coast, and a 
bright future was in store for her. 
H e had 
inspected the city d uring the day, and had 
given considerable thought to "the m atter 
of the im provem ent of the river th at flows 
past her door. 
W ith the river restored to 
its n atu ral condition, an era of great pros­ 
perity w ould open for the Sacram ento val­ 
ley. 
Colonel Irish then tu rn ed to politics. 
H e said the last Legislature had appropri­ 
ated too freely the m oney paid in taxes by 
the people. 
T here is one th in g th at any 
party in pow er can do to benefit th e peo­ 
ple, and th at is to reduce taxes to the low ­ 
est possible standard. 
It was a D em ocratic 
Legislature th at appropriated m oney too 
freely, and the R epublican Convention did 
well in pledging its candidates to reduce 
State taxes. 
B ut there has been a R epub­ 
lican Congress in session back in W ashing­ 
ton, aDd before it adjourned it increased 
the taxes of the people of all the U nited 
States; and R epublicans here m eet tbeir 
retu rn in g m em bers w ith brass bands and 
arm fuls of bonqnets. 
The D em ocrats are 
m ore consistent. 
In th eir platform they 
pledge them selves to reduce taxes to a 
specified lim it. 
Colonel Irish then branched off upon a 
discussion of the tariff policy of the R epub­ 
lican party. 
H e severely criticised the 
M cKinley bill, and ridiculed the argum ent 
th at the bill shifted tb e burden of taxation 
from tbe shoulders of onr own people to 
those of foreigners. 
T his bill lakes off 
$60,000 000 from foreign revenues, and this 
w ould look as if the foreign m anufacturer 
had been relieved ot his burden to th at ex ­ 
tent. 
T he R epublican argum ent, he said, was 
th at protection w ould increase the wages of 
A m erican w orkingm en, and he w anted to 
know if any of hi3 hearers had had their 
wages increased since the passage of the 
M cKinley bill. 
[Cries of "N o ! ’] 
H e re­ 
ferred to an article in the R e c o rd U n ion of 
th at m orning giving th e result of an in ­ 
vestigation into the condition of the labor­ 
ing classes in G erm any, w herein it was 
show n that m echanics w ith large fam ilies 
conld 
not 
earn 
$300 
per 
year, and 
could 
afford 
to re n t 
b ut one 
room 
for his wife and little ones. 
T his condi­ 
tion 
of things 
in 
G erm any. 
Colonel 
Irish claim ed, was the result of th e pro­ 
tective policy of G erm any. 
H e continued 
at considerable length to discuss th e tariff 
question, and asserted th at prices on vari­ 
ous necessaries oi life had already been 
raised all over th e country. 
T he tim e 
would come w hen the A m erican people 
w ould dem and a free interchange of the 
com m odities of life. 
T he cause of idleness 
and the consequent prevalence of crim e 
wes the operation of the R epublican policy 
of protection. 
A t this point Colonel Irish ’s eye canght 
sight of a lady standing in the parquet, for 
w ant of a seat. 
H e stopped suddenly, 
stepped to one side of the stage, picked up 
a chair and took it to the footlights, w here 
he requested one of his auditors to take it 
to the lady. 
T he little incident won him 
considerable applause. 
W hen he referred to his friend, M r. Mc­ 
K enna, as the gentlem an w ho had the m is­ 
fortune to be ru n n in g against him forCon-^ 
t 
ress, there was m uch m errim ent. H e then 
evoted som e tim e to a criticism of Mr. 
M cK enna's expressions on the 9tum p con­ 
cerning the blessings of protection. 
The 
speaker said th at protection had enabled 
A ndrew Carnegie, the great steel m an u ­ 
facturer, to lay up a fortune of $50.000,000, 
an d claim ed th at it had all been taken u n ­ 
justly from the people cf tbe country. T he 
R epublicans had claim ed th at th e M cKinley 
bill protected C alifornia w ines against those 
of G erm any, but he denied th at the bill 
m ade the H ighest change in the dnty on 
G erm an wines. 
T he only good feature o f 
i the M cKinley bill was the provision allow ­ 
! ing brandy free of tax lor fortifying sweet 
w in es; but it was som ething for w hich the 
D em ocrats had been fighting for years. The 
R epublicans seem ed to be afra:d to allow 
Y ankee m erchants to trade with foreigners, 
through fear that th e latter would sw indle 
them [laughter], and therefore have de­ 
clared th at they shall deal only w ith one 
another. 
H e denied th at he was him self a 
free-trader, but was in favor of low taxes 
in both the State and the nation. 
T he 
tariff subject was dism issed w ith an appeal 
for w hat Colonel Irish called justice to the 
poor people of th e country, w ho should 
have low prices for the necessaries of life. 
T he speaker th en applied him self to a 
discussion of th e financial condition o f the 


country, as affected by the national bank 
sys'em and the silver policy of the Repub­ 
lican party. The only persons in Congress, 
he s a id , who stood at Mr. Morrow s back 
in bis fight for free coinage of silver were 
Dem ocrats. T he D em ocratic party is in 
favor of free coinage. 
T he only California 
R epublican in CoDgress who voted against 
free coinage was bis opponent, M r. Mc­ 
K enna, and yet Mr. M cK enna is th e only 
m em ber w hom th e R epublicans have re­ 
nom inated. 
. 
W hen th e country shall be given free 
coinage he said he w anted to see an A m eri­ 
can dollar th at w ould be ornam ented by a 
representation of the A m erican eagle, in ­ 
stead of the cross betw een a sea g all and a 
bnzzird tb it now defaces it. 
[L au g h ter] 
Colonel Irish ridiculed the foreign policy 
of th e present adm inistration, claim ing 
th at B laine had show n the w hite feather in 
his dealings w ith the B ritish G overnm ent 
regarding the invasion by its vessels of the 
B ehring Sea. T he A dm inistration, he said, 
had attended closely to th e m atter of get­ 
ting its relatives into office, and had beeo 
very neglectful of th e business of the 
country. 
,, 
R eferring to Speaker 
Reed s rulings, 
ColoDel Irish said -he was the first m an in 
th at position to disregard the constitu­ 
tional rights of th e m inority in Congress. 
It was the right of the m inority to sit 
quietly in their seats and throw the re­ 
sponsibility for legislation on the shoulders 
of th e m ajority, and he quoted from a 
speech by lteed "(before he became Speaker) 
to show that he recognized the right of the 
m inority to decline to vote. 
W hen tbe 
Felton-Suilivau contested election case was 
before Congress, the C alifornia R epublican 
m em bers sai th erean d prevented a quorum 
by refusing to vote, and thus saved Mr. 
Felton irom being unseated. 
R epublicans 
could not a flird to have it go abroad that 
there is less freedom in the A m erican C on­ 
gress th an in the 
B ritish P arliam ent, 
where the rights of the m inority are fully 
recognized aud respected. 
Colonel Irish then devoted him self to a 
com parison of the candidates on the State 
tickets. 
T he m ention of 
P ond’s 
nam e 
brought forth m uch applause 
H e said 
the R epublicans were ru n n in g M arkham 
on his hand, w hile th e D em ocrats were 
ru n n in g Pond on his head; the form er 
were ru n n in g a m an w ho could shake his 
band, but the latter had a candidate who 
conld shake hi3 head—he is a m an who 
can and will say “ no” *whenever an extrav­ 
agant Legislature atiem pts to rob the tax­ 
payers. 
The R epublican State Convention 
had snubbed G overnor W aterm an for not 
vetoing the 
extravagant 
appropriations 
m ade by the last Legislature, but the R e­ 
publicans of San Diego had nom inated for 
Congress Dr. Bowers, in whose behalf the 
argum ent is used in his district th at he was 
instrum ental in securing ail them unificent 
appropriations for th at section. 
T his was 
an inconsistency th at should bem anifest to 
ail th in k in g m en. 
The speaker defendttl, however, th e ap ­ 
propriations by the L egislature for the 
support of the various charitable in stitu ­ 
tions of the State, the beauties of whose 
w orkings he dilated upon in eloquent 
term s. 
H e claim ed th at M r. Pond was 
best fitted to foster these institutions, w ith 
whose history he was fam iliar. 
M r. Irish 
concluded 
his speech 
by 
an o th er reference to Sacram ento aud her 
needs at the h an d so f Congress, particularly 
as regards the protection and restoration of 
the river. 
A t his request, three rousing 
cheers were given for 
the D em ocratic 
ticket, and cheers were also given for 
Qplonel Irish , in response.

B ism arck is one of th e largest landow n­ 
ers in Prussia, and he carries on success­ 
fully a t his various estates th e business of 
cattle-breeding, geese-breeding, distilling 
spirits, brew ing and th e m anufacture of 
yeast. 
H is cattle and geese industries 
yield him an annual profit of §3,500 to 
§4,500, and th e annual incom e from his 
yeast business, th e most im portant item in 
"the ex-C hanceller’s income, is about §34,­ 
000. 
H is jewels, pictures and plate rep­ 
resent a value of §500,000, and his total 
incom e is not far from §175,000 a year.

FBOSFECTIVELY TEE HOST VALUABLE 
IN THE STATE. 


Som e S u g g estio n s R eg a rd in g T h eir C om ­ 


p le te R ecla m a tio n —E n g in eer B usch­ 


ke's P rop osed R e lie f C anals. 


No person can m ake a journey through 
the bottom lands along the Sacram ento 
river, betw een this city and Suisun Bay, 
w ithout being im pressed w ith th eir g re .t 
prospective value. 
In selected localities 
this value is n ot prospective, bu t actually 
exists. 
On the east side of tb e river—and 
for m uch of the way on both sides—there 
is now one continuous orchard along the 
narrow strip of "front land,” from Freeport 
to W alnut Grove, all around G rand Island, 
and along the front lands on all th eislar ds 
in th e low er Sacram ento. 
Of these G rand Island fared the best last 
w inter. 
A lthough th e test was a very 
severe one, the ltvecs held together, and 
kept back the great v- lum e of w ater th a ’ 
Hooded rth e r islands in tbat vicinity, and 
destroyed m iles upon m iles of orchards. 
The water is now practically ofl G rand 
Island. 
T here is one lake near tne lower 
end, w hich will soon be drained by p u m p ­ 
ing. and theu the island wiii be, far the 
first tim e iu m any years, prepared for cul­ 
tivation from one end to the other. 
The 
levees have been increased in w idth and 
hight the past sum m er, and the residents 
feel quite safe from an inundation. 
T he 
front lands around G rand Island—and for 
th at m atter on all th e islands—are very 
valuable for fruit-grow ing. A considerable 
portion is also devoted to tbe grow ing of 
beans, Irish and sweet potatoes, etc , large 
crops of which are raised. 
G rand Island, 
and portions of other islands, are now vir­ 
tually reclaim ed 
and if 
the 
property- 
ow ners will increase the size of their levees 
each year, so as to rem ove all danger of 
flooding, their land will become very valu­ 
able, as it ¡3 capable of producing several 
crops each year. 
These lauds even now com m and a good 
figure, but there are o'h ersw am p au d over­ 
flowed sections, both below and above Sac­ 
ram ento, geographically speaking, where 
no sys'em atic attem pt at reclam ation has 
yet been m ade. T he San Francisco Bulletin. 
iu a recent article on the reclam ation oi 
these tule basins, said : 
"Som e lim e or other tbe m atter of re­ 
claim ing the sw am p lands of the Sacra 
m ento valiey will form subject for serious 
consideration. 
It is calculated tb at on the 
two sides of the Sacram ento river the m arsh 
and tule lands em brace a com bined area of 
not less th an 750,000 acres. 
M uch of this 
sw am p property is hardly w orth $1 per 
acre, w hile there is said to be but little of it 
that is appraised as high as $5 per acre. 
T racts of thousands of acres can be bought 
at a m edium figure. 
If the overflow of 
w ater conld be perm anently checked, it 
w ould not be a great w hile belore this large 
area, w hich is uow com paratively w orth­ 
less, w ould enhance largely in value and 
possibly become m arketable at $100 an 
acre, and even m ore. 
“ H ow to bring about the transform ation 
and m ake land out of water is not a new 
question. 
Som e eighteen years ago at least 
one leven district was organized, under a 
general bill of the Legislature, in w hich, if 
m em ory De not at fault, \V. H . Parks was 
an energetic prom oter. 
Bonds to the ex ­ 
tent of $600,000 were issued for a described 
district, and a ievee was bnilt around the 
area, but disastrously floods subsequently 
w ashed all im provem ents aw av and left the 
district as badly off a9 ever. F o r tw o years 
the property em braced in this ‘levee dis­ 
trict’ paid interest on the bonds. 
Since 
then, it is asserted, each succeeding Board 
of Supervisors declined or neglected to levy 
a tax to m eet such Ínteres', and the conse­ 
quence is tb at there is default in interest 
for sixteen years. 
A bout all these bonds 
are said to be in possession of a resident of 
C incinnati, who Í3 patiently aw aiting the 
m aturity of the bonds before taking legal 
m easures to com pel paym ent of both p rin ­ 
cipal and interest. 
“ Congress at a recent session appropri­ 
ated certain m oneys for th e im provem ent 
of navigable highw ays, and it was hoped 
th at som e of it w ould be expended in deep­ 
ening th e channels of the Sacram ento 
river an d its tributaries, th u s helping in 
the reclam ation of m arsh territory. 
Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an is understood to have pat 
in a plea iu the prem ises w ith the au th o ri­ 
ties at W ashington, w hich resulted in the 
G overnm ent doing som e little dredging 
only. 
“ P erhaps the only person who has taken 
intcdligent action in this m atter ¡3 A. 
Boschbe. who som e tim e ago drew a m ap 
of the Sacram ento Valley, and outlined 
w hat he term ed relief canals, by m eans of 
w hich he insists the disastrous flooding of' 
the Sacram ento V alley can be prevented 
and the sw am p and overflowed lands can 
be reclaim ed. 
H is plan is to bnild a canal 
on the east side of the valley from Call's 
Bend, above B utte City, dow n to Rio Y ista 
and 
S herm an Island, w here 
the San 
Joaquin river is tapped. 
On th e west side 
his proposed canal 
starts 
from B utte 
Slough, south of Colu3a, dow n to Frem ont, 
near K night's Landing, at the Ju n ctio n of 
the F eath er river w ith th e Sacram ento 
river. 
T here is also another canal starting 
from M arysville, w hich city lies below the 
bed of the Feather river, a n i is therefore 
alw ays in danger of possible overflow. 
"N ow, it m ight perhaps be judicious for 
m en of m eans to investigate the affair, w ith 
a view to organizing a syndicate to buy up 
this m arsh territory and aftetw ard take 
steps to reclaim it and m ake it productive. 
It would necessitate the outlay of a large 
sum of m oney, but th at w ould be easily 
obtainable if responsible partii s o f capital 
were to indorse 1 he project by liberal con­ 
tribution to stock, and give assurance that 
personal supervision w u!d be closely ex­ 
ercised as w ork progressed.”

At a special meeting of the City Council 
this morning, Mayor Shakespeare s mes­ 
sage was read denouncing the m urder or 
Hennesey through hired assassins, and de­ 
claring that terrible secret orders exist in 
Kew Orleans; that the Chief of Tolise was 
assassinated for enforcing American laws; 
th a t any citizen performing his duty or 
Tinder any circumstances incurring the 
enm ity of these societies is liable to have a 
sentence of death passed on him and car­ 
ried out by assassins, wno say nothing and 
know nothing; that some leading Italians 
«re at the head of these orders, white others, 
more peacefully inclined, are blackmai.ed 
■and threatened with death or obliged to 
leave the city it they do not comply with 
the edicts of the society; that this state o! 
affairs’has gone oil long enough, and mus, 
be stopped. The Council is called on to 
take initiative steps to drive—if necessary 
—these people from the I nited States., 
A resolution was adopted that the Mayor 
appoint a committee of fifty, or more, it he 
deems proper, to thoroughly’ investigate 
these secret orders and report. 
This afternoon the Mayor received an 
anonvmous communication notifying him 
th a t'h e will be the next victim. Mr. 
Shakespeare says this will not deter him 
from doiD g bis duty. 
He has appointed t 
committee of fiftv. The most intense ex 
citement over the developments prevails in 
the city, and there is danger of the lower 
classes being incited to inaugurate a bloody 
race war against the Italians. 


H EN N ESSY ’S SLA Y ERS. 


T h e C o m m itte e D e te rm in e d to B rin g th e 
A ssasáiaa to J u s tic e . 
K ew O r le a n s , October 13th—The meet 
ing of the Committee of Fifty to-night was 
secret, but the committee announced that 
it would pursue the investigation to the 
end and bring the murderers of Hennessy 
to justiceand break up theltaiian assassins 
tion leagues in this city. A thousand dob 
lars was raised on the spot, and by next 
week the committee expects to have ¡¡>59,- 
000 to assist in the work. One of the tacts 
stated was that the ship Elysia is coming 
up next week with 700 Italian emigrants on 
board. The Mayor interviewed the Custom­ 
house authorities, and as a result they will 
go down and meet the ship. L. uless the 
emigrants can satisfy the officers that they 
are desirable, financially and morally, they 
w ill not be allowed to land. 
J. E. Macheca, who was arrested to-day, 
has heretofore been considered aprom ineul 
Italian, above the murderous plots of his 
more ignorant fellow countrymen. Since 
his arrest some damaging evidence has 
been developed. The ladies owning the 
ahanly where the assassins are supposed to 
have " plotted 
and 
gathered, identified 
Macheca as the man who rented the place 
from them and paid a m onth’s rent to ad­ 
vance. Several parties also say they fol­ 
lowed Macheca on the night of the murder. 
He and the Matrangas, also supposed to be 
leaders in the aflair, were eating a big sup­ 
per while the shooting was going on. They 
rem ained until 4 o’clock in the morning 
having a good time, and when they parted 
Macheca is alleged to have said: ’ Boys, 
I ’ve done all le an ; I’m only sorry he was 
not killed at the first fire." 


JU S T IC E M IL L E R . 


T h e D e a d J u r i s t ’s R e m a in s B u rie d a t 
K e o k u k , Io w a. 
K e o k u k , October 13th.—A committee 
of citizens met the body of Justice^ Miller 
at Burlington and conducted it to Keokuk, 
arriving at 9 o’clock. At the depot the 
honorary pall-bearers and the various com­ 
mittees took the body in charge and was 
escorted by Company A, Second Regiment, 
I. K. G., and Torrence Post, G. A. R , the 
guard of honor and several thousand citi­ 
zens. The body was borne to the Federal 
building, which had 
been 
elaborately 
draped in mourning. The casket was con­ 
veyed to theCourt-room, in which the dead 
Justice frequently presided, and placed up­ 
on the handsome catafalque. The face of 
the beloved jurist was exposed to view and 
during the few hours the body lay in state 
it was viewed by several thousand people. 
W hen the funeral services were held, the 
public and private buildings, draped in 
black, presented a somber appearance. A 
high wind during the eariy morning de­ 
stroyed m any decorations. All along the 
line of m arch over which the procession 
moved, flags were displayed at half-mast. 
Be6ide the distinguished gentlemen who 
accompanied the remains from W ashing­ 
ton, many others had assembled here to 
pay the last tribute of respect. The Su­ 
prem e Court of the State was represented, 
and large delegations of attorneys were 
present from all States included in the 
circuit presided over by the dead Justice. 
At 2 o’clock the fnneral services were 
held at the Unitarian Church, of which de­ 
ceased had been a member. The church 
was entirely inadequate to accommodate 
even a small portion of the crowd about it 
- long before the doors were opened. The 
funeral procession, beaded by the clergy­ 
m en. moved up the central aisle, followed 
by the pall-bearers bearing the casket. In 
a few minutes the family entered with the 
Chief Jnstice, members of the State Su­ 
preme Court and various bar delegations. 
There were many handsome floral tributes. 
The burial service was read by Pastor Has- 
sall, the prayer bv Rex. Boilwain and the 
sermon by Rev. Hassall. 
The funeral procession to Oakland Cem­ 
etery was the largest ever seen here. It 
included officials and Court dignitaries, 
m ilitary and civic societies, the fire depart­ 
m ent and citizens. The hearse was drawn 
by four black norses. The services at the 
grave were very sim p’e, and the body wa9 
lowered and covered from sight forever. 


M O D ER N SU RG ERY . 


N o ta b le T rin m p li A ch iev ed a t 
d e lp h la H o s p ita l. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , October 13th.— Modern 
surgery achieved a notable trium ph at the 
Philadelphia Hospital, when a Cesarian 
operation was performed by Dr. W illiam E. 
Ashton, obstetrician at the institute, yester­ 
day, and the case will go on record as a re­ 
m arkable incident of modern science. The 
patient was a young colored woman of ro- 
oust health. Both the child and mother 
were saved, and are expected to recover. 
Dr. Ashton was assisted by Professor Hart, 
obstetrician of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania ; 
Professor Montgomery, cyesiolo- 
giat at the M élico Chirurgical College; 
Miss Smith, chief nurse at the Philadel­ 
phia Hospital, and her aids, Miss McClevey 
and Miss Bnrkheimer. Dr. Ashton finished 
the operation in the remarkable short time 
of twenty-one minutes and fifty seconds. 
T he child (female) has been placed in an 
incubator, a curious contrivance resembling 
very much in appearance a child’s ordinary 
bath tub. It is of tin, made with a section 
on each side for holding hot water and a 
com partm ent in the middle for the child. 
A uniform temperature of 100° is m ain­ 
tained in the compartment.

W a s h in g t o n , October 18;n.—The Navy 
Department to-day issued an advertisement 
inviting proposals for the construction of 
an harbor defense ram of 2 050 tons, a tor­ 
pedo boat of 112 tons and a swift torpedo 
cruiser of 950 tons. 
The w in is to be con­ 
structed in accordance with plans proposed 
by the Department. She will be required 
to m aintain a speed of 17 knots for two 
consecutive hours, and 
a premium of 
$15,000 for each quarter of a knot in excess 
of that rate will be given. 
Tne torpedo 
beat will be constructed on the bidders 
plans, with a view of developing a speed of 
24 knots. Over that a prem ium of $1,500 
will be given for each qnartor of a knot up 
to 25, and $2,000 for each (■Tarter of a knot 
in excess of that rate. 
The vessel is not to 
be accepted unless it makes at least 23 
knots, and a penalty of $5,0*10 will be im ­ 
posed in case she makes less than 24 knots. 
The torpedo cruiser will be built gd the 
Department plans, and a m inim um speed 
of twenty-two knots is required, with a 
penalty of $10,000 for each quarter of a 
knot less than twenty-three knots, aud a 
prem ium will be allowed at the rate of 
$10 000 for each quarter above twenty-three 
knots and up to twenty-four knots, and of 
$20,000 for every quarter in excess of 
twenty-four knots. 
The bids for the ram and torpedo boat 
will be opened on the 20th of December, 
and for the torpedo cruiser on the 11th of 
February. 
CONTRACT ACCEPTED. 
W a s h in g to n , October ISth.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Navy received a telegram from 
the Union Iron W orks of San Francisco ac­ 
cepting the D epartm ent’s terms for the 
construction of one of the battle ships on 
the Pacific Coast. They provide for the 
construction of a vessel twelve feet longer 
than the one originally planned by the 
Department, sim ilar in all respect3 to the 
two ships being built by the Cramps at 
Philadelphia. The contract price is $3,­ 
180,000, or $00,000 more than Cramps bid 
for the single vessel on the same plans, and 
$60 000 less than the Union Iron Works 
bid on the vessel under the Department's 
original plans.

Bo#rd appointed to select a site for a gun 
foundry, ncder the provisions ol the iorti- 
fications bill, is now in session at Rock 
Island, 111. The personnel of the Board is 
as follows: Colonel W illiam P. Craightll, 
who directed almost all the im portant river 
and harbor work on the Atlantic coast; 
Colonel Adelbert R. Buffington, of the 
OrdDance Department, who is in charge of 
the Springfield, M ass, armory; Colonel 
H enry Closson, of the Fourth Artillery, 
whose headquarters are at Atlanta, Ga , 
and Major Clarence Dutton, of the Ord­ 
nance Department, at W ashington. 
A prelim inary meeting of the Board was 
held in New York about a m onth ago, and 
the plan of procedure outlined. ^ Tne first 
regular session was held at the New Den­ 
man Hotel, Indianapolis, October 15th. 
The Indianapolis Board of Trade enter 
tained the Board, and Indianapolis “ put 
her best loot foremost.” 
The Mayor of the 
citv made a little speech, and hoped that 
Indianapolis would be selected. It was 
just the very place for a gun foundry, he 
said, because Indianapolis had natural gas. 
As to guns, both the Pennsylvania and the 
Big Four railroads had assured him that 
they were readv to carry them , and that 
their bridges every dav sustained freights 
equal to the 12 inch 52 gross ton guns in 
question. 
The Mayor also pointed out the fact that 
the Indianapolis freight rates, north, east 
and south, were much lower than at Rock 
Island, Illinois, and the Government, by 
selecting Indianapolis, would effect a sav­ 
ing in transportation of from 30 to 50 per 
cent. It never once dawned upon their 
Hoosier intellects that Benicia is in this 
race, and pretty sure of capturing the prize.

11th. The Emperor desires the passage of 
a measure for the reduction of prices of 
articles of food and the rent of dwellings 
for the working clesses. 
H err Von Maybach, Minister of Poblic 
W orks, who was charged with the prepara­ 
tion of a bill providing for erectmg dwell­ 
ing for workingmen in every populous cen­ 
ter, has received an Imperial censure, be­ 
cause of the incomplete condition of his 
proposals. It is the opinion in official 
circles that the trouble is due to tbe re­ 
straints placed upon Maybach by the Min­ 
ister of Finance. 
The Emperor had a 
grand scheme, but Minister Von Maybach, 
on consulting with Miguel, the Prussian 
Minister of Finance, found that theie were 
obstaoft* to the investing of more than 
8,000,000 m arks in building small tene­ 
ments in the suburbs. This incident ap­ 
plies to the genera! position of the Govern­ 
m ent in regard to schemes for costly social 
reforms and accompanying projects for the 
ibolition of duties on cattle ar.d grain be­ 
tween Itaiy, Austria and Germany, and 
leaves tbe budget of the future in a dense 
fog. 
Miguel insists that tbe Government 
should proceed with the greatest caution. 
Miguel’s policy implies that it is waiting 
to see what effect the new United States 
tariff will have upon some sources of Ger­ 
man prosperity before 
committing the 
country to long tariff treaties in any direc­ 
tion. ’ 
The Socialist Congress at H alle closed 
to-day, to the relief of both the deputies 
and the public, who bad been swamped by 
the verbosity of the Socialists. To-day’s 
session of the Congress was opened by the 
election of party officers. 
The first Presi­ 
dent is H err Singer. 
Lielknecht was con­ 
firmed as editor of the party organ. The 
resolutions were adopted to call upon the 
Socialist party in the Reichstag to seek to 
remove the unsatisfactory conditions of the 
present system of emigration, and especially 
request the Federal Government to exercise 
stricter supervision at different port3 in re­ 
gard to transportation and accommodation 
of emigrants.

G re a t E x c ite m e n t

P a r is , October 18th.—There ba3 been 
great excitement during the week at Lyons 
over the new United States tariff law, and 
Burdeau, the Lyons Deputy, giving notice 
that he will in the Chamber demand re­ 
taliation for the increased duties on French 
good3. H e will especially propose that a 
retaliatory duty be plaeed on petroleum, 
and also suggest that Boards ot Inspection 
be established for the examination of all 
imports front the United States. On the 
oilier hand, the committee for the defense 
of the siik market held a great meeting at 
Lvons, at whick the speakers took the 
ground that retaliation was likely to do 
more harm than good. 
The President of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce called attention to the fact that the 
retaliatory policy against Italy has already 
cost the Lyons market 7,700 000 francs 
worth of business, and given Germany in ­ 
dustrial supremacy in Italy. 
Besides, the 
notable icjustice.committed by France and 
other countries toward America in the 
matter of pork had led to conferring extra­ 
ordinary powers upon the President of the 
United States by the Edm unds retaliatory 
bill, and might entail dangers to the great 
French staple articles of export, particu­ 
larly wines and silks. 
The President was followed by a Senator 
and two members of the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties, all of whom spoke to the same effect. 
The Petit Journal thinks the bill affects 
England and Germany more than France, 
which ought not to be drawn into making 
reprisals against the United States. 
Temps holds that if the new American 
tariff is injurious 
to French interests, 
France cannot complain, as it has for over 
nine years persisted in enforcing an un­ 
wise act that has been injurious to America. 
The mom ent has come, it says, to repair 
this mistake and the circumstances are 
favorable. The Council of tbe Department 
of Bouches Durhone has already called for 
an annulm ent of the decree against Amer­ 
ican pork. 
A meeting of the Cabinet was held to-day, 
at which a final draft of the general cus­ 
toms tariff was approved. The Cabinet 
also accepted the reductions made by the 
Budget Committee in expenditures as esti­ 
mated by Rouvier, Minister of Finance. 
This leaves 4.500,000 francs available, thus 
permitting the Government to reduce the 
duty on alcohol.

The po­ 
tato crop, except in wet and boggy lends, is 
good, and selling at moderate prices.

and carry on flic war for some months to 
come. 
W e had also gained our first m ilitary 
success. 
G rant had captured Forts Henry 
and Ponelson, and was pushing fir Nash­ 
ville.

earliest date consistent with prudence and 
discretion.— L. E .
